The  Home  and  the  Family. 

At  the  annual  reunion  of  the  Baker 
Family, ”  which  took  place  recently  at 
Mechanicsville,  N.  Y.,  an  interesting  anti 
very  profitable  address  was  made  by  Mr. 
Abel  Baker,  of  Bloomfield.  A  part  of  it, 
relating  to'  a  well-ordered  home  life 
was  as  follows : 

We  cannot  cultivate  too  fhorou^hly  the 
social  elements  of  our  natures,  nor  ap¬ 
preciate  too  highly  the  kindred  relation 
we  sustain  to  each  other.  These,  are  God 
given,  anti  introduced  in  the  early  dawn 
of  creation,  not  by  mere  accident,  but  for 
a  grand  anti  glorious  purpose  by  a  benefi¬ 
cent  Creator.  Whatever  tends  to  promote 
the  individual  interest  largely  promotes 
the  aggregate,  and  multiplies  indefinitely 
the  sum  total  of  our  earthly  enjoyments. 
Now  he  or  she  who  contributes  the  most 
extensively  to  our  mutual  good  is  called 
a  benefactor,  in  which  all  may  engage  in 
filling  the  cup  to  the  brim  of  our  earthly 
enjoyments  and  pleasures. 

Our  jieculiar  relations  to  each  other 
furnish  the  Strongest  motive  fur  jiersonal 
effort,  ,viz:  Brothers,  sisters,  cousins, 
nephews,  nieces,  etc.,  etc.  Now  the  fact 
that  l  am  a  brother  or  you  a  sister  shows 
a  nearness  of  relation  that  should  awaken 
in  every  heart  the  deepest  interest  for 
each  other’s  well  Whig.  Strangers  are 
not  supposed  to  be  so  much  concerned  for 
the  benefit  of  their  fellow  beings, ''for  the 
very  strongest  of  reasons,  that  they  are 
not  acquainted.  ),  But  where  this  interest 
is  fully  realized  by  the  family  relation  and 
well  cultivated,  all  classes  will  lie  reached 
through  our  personal  influence.  Now  this 
I  apprehend  was  the  orginal  purpose  and 
design  of  our  creator,  “by  setting  the 
solitary  in  families,’’  by  w  hich  "all  the 
faiiihes  of  the  earth  were  to  blessed 
and  brought  to  know  and  recognize  their 
Heavenly  Father’s  love  for  them.  But 
alas !  how  many  there  are  who  are  saying, 

“  Am  I  my  brother’s  keeper  f"  and  thus 
standing  aloof  and  not  putting  forth  any 
comj>ensating  effort  for  the  general  good 
of  mankind.  On  this  immutable  basis 
rests  our  personal  responsibility,  anil  our 
condemnation  or  approbation  will  be, 

•*  Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of 
the  least  of  these.  My  brethren,  ye  have 
done  it  unto  Me,”  or  “not  done  it  unto 
on^  of  the  least  of  these,”  etc.  Thq  fam¬ 
ily' is  the  legitimate  sphere  where  [these 
principles  are  cultivated  and  first  set  in 
action.  They  projserlv  lielong  to  the 
home.  Here  our  life  work  begins.  It  is 
the  element  ary  part  of  our  being  and  edu¬ 
cation,  and  G«xl  meant  that  it  should  be 
laid  deep  and  broad,  and  from  this  insti¬ 
tution  should  go  forth  the  men  and  women 
that  should  recreate  a  new  Eden  in  this 
lower  world,  and  till  it  with  the  most 
delicious  fruits  and  exquisite  flowers, 
while  the  gentle  zephyrs  with  their  sweet 
melodies  regale  the  husbandman  at  bis 
daily  toil.  Hi  >me,  yes  our  home  should  l>e 
E<leu,  restored  in  all  its  pristine  beauty 
and  loveliness,  then  would  it  be  street  fun  ne 
indeed  to  all  its  members,  and  this  earth  §. 
Paradise  where  no  outcast  or  wanderer 
could  lie  found.  Such,  my  dear  friends, 
is  Gixl’s  purpose  in  giving  his  well-beloved 
Son  to  die  to  redeem  the  world  from  the 
curse  of  sin,  which  has  blighted  this  fair 
heritage  of  man.  For  this  grand  object 
is  the  gospel  preached,  that  we  may  have 
the  lieautiful  Eden  of  love  restored  in  our 
hearts,  and  order  and  harmony  to  God’s 
law  everywhere  prevail,  and  jieace  and 
good  will  towards  all  men  l»e  acknowl¬ 
edged  from  the  center  to  the  circumfer¬ 
ence  of  Gixl’s  universal  empire.  Who  is 
there  here  who  would  not  delight  in  such 
a  consummation,  and  experience  such 
happiness  and  joy  as  this  would  afford? 
Now  let  me  say,  just  what  our  homes  are 
such  will  the  world  be,  for  God  designed 
there  should  a  light  be  radiated  that 


should  illuminate  the  whole  world,  and 
fill  it  with  his  glory  and  praise,  from  sea 
to  sea  and  shore  to  shore.  In  this  grand 
work  all  may  share  some  humble  part  in 
bull i  ling  the  waste  places  of  Zion,  and 
cause  again  the  desert  to  bfawotn  as  the 
ruse. 

Now  let  me  urge  upon  those  that  are 
parent*  among  us,  anil  are  charged  with 
the  resjsonsihihty  of  rearing  and  educating 
children,  the  supreme  imjxirtanee  of 
adopting  and  carrying  out  God’s  plan^ 
which  is  to  instruct  them  in  the  nurture 
and  admonition  of  the  Lord.  The  rule  by 
which  this  is  to  lie  accomplished  is  clearly 
set  forth  in  the  f»th  chapter  of  Deuteron 
omy.  Other  methods  have  been  tried 
which  I  jure  the  marks  of  plausibility  aud 
received  the  sanction  of  many  of  the  re 
fined  and  cultivated,  but  have  not  suc¬ 
ceeded.  Their  failure  is  only  attributable 
to  their  neglect  to  follow  the  course 
'given  by  Infinite  wisdom.  Love  to  God 
must  furnish  the  motive  for  all  our  action. 
That  tilling  the  heart  like  a  flowing  foun 
tain  will  produce  a  cheerful  and  healthful 
influence  to  all  that  constitute  the  family 
circle.  Then  methixls  and  amusements 
that  are  in  strict  accord  with  the  most 
enlightened  and  advanced  state  of  Chris¬ 
tian  intelligence  will  be  indulged.  To 
such  a  home  every  member  will  be  at  tract - 
•ed,  and  their  delight  in  its  association 
through  the  sweet  influences  here  pro¬ 
duced  will  constitute  the  most  perfect 
enjoyment  in  which  rational  beings  can 
possibly  find  delight. 

Various  other  methods  than  those  sug¬ 
gested  have  been  adopted  and  tried,  but 
too  frequently  disapjxiintment  and  sorrow 
have  followed,  esjiecially  where  question¬ 
able  games  have  been  introduced  with  an 
honest  purpose,  that  have  proved  so  be¬ 
witching  to  some  members  of  thq  family 
jsossessing  temperaments  of  a  peculiar 
nature  that  could  not  be  restrained  by 
family  discipline,  but  have  been  led  away 
from  the  cheerful  fireside  and  its  pleasant 
entertainments,  to  seek  their  assixiations 
amonglthe  gayer  circles  of  society,  which 
have  too  frequently  led  -to  dissipation, 
disgrace  and  final  ruin.  Ptare  hearts  make 
pleasant,  happy  homes,  from  which  char¬ 
acters  are  formed  that  go  forth  to  bless 
the  world  with  light,  intelligence  and  joy, 
ever  rising  and  growing  in  influence  and 
power  until  it  permeates  the  entire  state 
and  nation  with  its  vitalizing  forces. 


Home  Rule. 

To  The  Citizen: 

There  is  at  present  a  movement  on  foot 
in  tliis  country  to  aid  the  Irish  Nation¬ 
alist  organization  in  its  effort  to  secure 
Home  Rule.  As  this  is  growing  in  strength 
and  exciting  much  interest  among  our 
fellow  citizens  of  Irish  birth  or  descent, 
it  seems  proper  to  seek  the  cause  of  the 
agitation  for  Home  Rule,  ami  to  endeavor 
to  point  out  and  define  the  kind  and  de¬ 
gree  of  Home  Rule  that  will  be  best  for 
Ireland.  The  cause  is  plainly  two-fold, 
first  the  recollections  of  the  semi-indepen¬ 
dence  of  the  past,  and  second  the  rnisgov- 
ernment  of  Ireland  in  the  present.  The 
first  is  largely  sentimental  and  would  not 
be  an  exciting  conrsd  were  it  not  constant¬ 
ly  stirred  up  anil  stimulated  by  the  second. 
The  second  is  an  unfortunate  faefi  and 
arises,  not  from  any  disposition  of N 
English  people  to  oppress  and  misg 
Ireland,  but  from  the  lack  of  propfir  ma¬ 
chinery  for  governing  her.  The  trouble 
all  takes  its  rise  in  an  attempt  by  the  Im- 
jx-rial  Government  to  regulate  local  affairs. 
The  machinery  is  not  adapted  to  the  work. 
It  is  like  cracking  an  egg  with  a  trip¬ 
hammer. 

The  evil  being  misgoverument,  and  the 
course  as  stated,  the  remedy  is  plain.  It  is 
local  regulation  of  local  matters.  The 
form  of  this  local  government  is  a  mere 
matter  of  detail,  whether  it  shall  be  vested 
in  an  Irish  Parliament,  or  Legislature  or 
1<  x.‘iil  boards,  or  what  not,  is  immaterial, 
the  thing  to  be  sought  is  good  govern¬ 
ment,  and  the  way  to  get  that  is  to  have 
the  governing  body  more  directly  respon¬ 
sible  to  the  people. 

This  agitation  for  complete  severance 
from  and  entire  independence  of 'England 
is  all  wrong.  It  is  wrong  for  three  rea¬ 
sons  ;  it  is  impossible  for  Ireland  to  obtain 
it,  it  would  be  a  bail  thing  for  her  if  she 
did,  and  the  effort  to  get  it  drives  away 
many  who  would  support  a  more  molli¬ 
fied  scheme  of  local  government.  What 
all  lovers  of  Ireland  should  seek  as  the 
final  outcome  of  tliis  movement  is  to  es¬ 
tablish  such  a  relation  between  Ireland 
and  tbe  other  States  of  the  British  Em¬ 
pire  as  exists  today  between  the  different 
States  of  the  United  States,  with  an  Im¬ 
perial  Government  over  all,  and  a  local 
government  in  each.  The  man  who  ac¬ 
complishes  that  will  be  indked  the  great 
Irish  Liberator.  /  D. 


Spoils. 

Te  The  Citizen : 

The  following  is  taken  from  the  editor¬ 
ial  columus  of  the  JVew  York  Sun  of 
Dec.  30:  “But  the  equal  division  of  the 
offices  between  Republicans  and  Demo¬ 
crats  is  not  the  equal  division  which  the 
latter  want.  The  Democrats  want  a  fair 
ili vision  of  the  Federal  offices  among 
Democrats,  and  only  among  Democrats.

Democracy  its  statement  of  the  opin 
ions  of  Democrats  is  entitled  to  no  re 
sjsect,  except  so  far  as  it  may  represent 
the  Butler  contingent,  or  the  Sun  office.

Up  to  the  present  the  war  office 
has  not  taken  any  steps  to  prevent  young 
lieutenants,  whose  fathers  happen  to 
have  held  old  titles  of  nobility,  from  call¬ 
ing  themselves  counts  or  barons,  and 
signing  themselves  as  such  in  official  or 
other  documents,  leaving  their  military 
rank  in  the  background.  This  fashion, 
the  Republicans  assert,  has  only  come  in 
since  the  reappearance  of  the  Orleans 
princes  in  the  army,  and  has  been  adopted 
not  only  by  youthful  subalterns,  but  by 
veteran  colonels,  and  even  generais.  Gen. 
Logerot,  commanding  the  Eifcuth  army 
corps,  has,  however,  shown  jiimself  more 
autocratic  than  the  war  office,  and  in  a 
general  order  lately  is  .ued  forbids  the 
use  of  noble  titlea  in  rjilitary  correspond¬ 
ence. 


In  healthy  veins  the  elasticity  is  uni. 
form;  thy  film  of  muscular  and  nervous 
tissue  haft  the  temptr  of  the  finest  steel, 
but  is  softer  and  more  flexible  than  any 
web  of  lace  or  velvet,  and,  except  the 
phosphate  of  lime  In  the  txmes,  is  the 
most  durable  part  gf  the  ptaj  steal  struc¬ 
ture.  There  are,  however,  iu  the  veins 
of  some  systems  a  singular  lack  of  fib- 
Ktms  strength  and  alasticity.  Chalky  or 
osse<«us  deterioration  impairs  their  mus¬ 
cular  tissue,  and  the  circulation  feels  the 
want  of  vigorous  jfopulsiun  and  strong 
refiow  which  are  at  once  the  signals  and 
the  eausvs  of  suptrb  physical  health. 
The  valves  of  the  heart  which  are  made 
substantially  of  the  same  material  as  the 
veins,  are  liable  to  a  similar  deteriora¬ 
tion.  When  they  are  affected  b>  this 
change  ifi  their  texture,  they  become 
hard,  leathery  anil  Inelastic,  and  fail  to 
fulfil  their  functions.  The  brain  then 
suffers  ifor  want  of  its  full  supply  of 
blood  ami  the  heart  becomes  engorged 
from  the  retarded  Sow  and  reflow  of  the 
vital  current.  Thla  is  the  most  comnioi 
form  of  heart  dishaee,  in  which  death  l 
produced  by  a  clog  and  stoppage  in  the 
circulation. 

Veins  that  are  brittle. 

Veins  that  are  not  fine  and  tough  in 
their  texture,  or  when  they  become  brit¬ 
tle  through  structural  deterioration,  are 
\  liable  to  lose  fibroA  particles  from  their 
inner  watfls,  which  are  detached  by  the 
eager  rush  of  the  blood  along  its  native 
channels.  These  fibers  may  for  a  time 
be  Carried  backward  and  forward  in  the 
circulation,  and  at  last  escape  on  the 
breath,  or  through  the  pores  or  the  con¬ 
duits  excremental  discharge  by  which 
the  system  is  purified  of  its  waste  and 
worthies^  material.  At  a  later  period, 
however,  tfie  detached  and  wasted  fibers 
are  liable  to  accumulate  at  any  point 
along  the  channel  through  which  the 
blood  courses,  as  fallen  trees  and  wrecks 
form  snags  and  obstructions  in  the  chan¬ 
nel  of  a  jiver.  '  ; 

These  floating  fl^grs  are  also  liable  to 
become  ^ntangled^rith  thp  globules  of 
blood,  forming  obstructions  of  a  similar 
character.  This  isgmbolism.  Occurring 
In  the  veins  of  a  limb  or  any  muscular 
portion  of  the  body,  It  stvps  the  circula¬ 
tion  beyond  the  point  of  obstruction,  and 
the  mass  of  flesh  from  which  the  fiutri- 
ment  is  thus  cut  off,  decays  and  putri- 
fies.  This  is  called  Aenile  gapgrene,  and 
is  the  disease  by  wuich  Thomas  A.  Hen¬ 
dricks  was  affected  two  or  three  years 
ago.  He  then  apparently  recovered,  but 
his  recent  death  proceeded  from  thy  same 
cause  acting  differently  under  a  ckange 
of  circumstances.  When  an  embolism 
is  formed  in  the  brain,  that  portion  of 
the  nervbns  matter  which  is  cut  oil  frotaa 
its  bloodr-supply  undergoes  an  incurable 
process  of  decay  which  is  styled  soften¬ 
ing  of  the  brain,  and  ends  iu  idiocy  and 
paralysis  at  last. 

FATAL  IU0THER  WAYS. 

Erpbolism  may  prove  fatal  in  other 
ways.  Stopping  the  current  of  the  blood 
it  acts  like  a  dam  across  a  stream.  The 
obstructed  current  sets  back;  it  enlarges 
the  veim  the  walla  of  which,  of  course, 
become  thinner  aud  weakened  as  they 
are  distended,  and  they  may  burst,  as 

the  banks  of  a  stream,  if  of  insufficient 
strength  to  restrain  the  pressure  of  the 
increased  volume  of  water  when  it  is 
dammed  up,  give  way  and  release  the 
imprisoned  flood.  When  a  vein  in  the 
brain  or  heart  bursts  from  this  cause 
death  follows  as  onddanly  OJI  from 
uiatoi  shot.  This  was  evidently 
the  cause  of  Mr.  Hendricks’  death,  as 
it  was  that  of  Vanderbilt.  Gen.  Mc¬ 
Clellan  and  Schuyler  Colfax.  If  the  dis¬ 
tended  vein  does  not  burst  its  increased 
size  ofteji  causes  it  to  press  upon  import¬ 
ant  nerves,  by  which  paralysis  is  pro¬ 
duced.  1 

There  js  nothing  in  this  that  is  new. 
Brittle  blixxl-vessds.  fibrous  obstruction 
to  the  flow  of  blood,  embolism  and  blood 
clots  are  not  new  diseases.  Mankind 
have  be^n  subject  to  such  visitations  ever 
since  the  blood  flowed  through  their 
veins,  ko  more  men  and  women  die 
from  this  cause  now  than  died  from  the 
same  cause  during  all  the  centuries  of 
the  past.  A  few  distinguished  victims 
have  caused  the  diftease  and  the  methods 
by  which  it  is  produced  to  attract  much 
Bcientitib  and  popular  attention  within 
the  last  few  decades. — Chicago  Journal.

The  doctor  one  day  en¬ 
tered  hjs  apartment  and  found  :him 
sketchifig  on  a  slip  of  paper  a  beautiful 
rose—  fof  he  had  by  long  practice  ac¬ 
quired  ipuch  skill  In  the  pictorial  art,  and 
was  projnl  of  the  accomplishment. 

A  thought  struck  the  lamented  phy¬ 
sician  that  he  could  surprise  him  into 
voice  by  dispraising  his  labors,  and  he  re¬ 
solved  to  try.
